In the Holy Scripture, which we other- 
wiſe call the Bible, or the word of God. = 

Queſ. How is the Scripture. generally divided? 

. Anſ. Into two parts, the Old Teſtament, which 
was written before the coming of Jeſus Chrift ; and 

the New, which was written ſince his coming. 

Queſ. In which part is the Chriſtian Tio 
moſt clearly taught? 

Anſwer. In the New; which compretialdls the 
Goſpel, or the Hiſtory of the Life of Jeſus Chriſt ; 
and the Epiſtles, which are the Letters which the 
Apoſtles. wrote to divers Churches, or to. particular 
Perſons. 

Queſ. What do you belive of the holy Scripture | ? 

Anſwer. That it is true, and that God is the Au- 
ther of it, 

Q. How do you prove, that Os Scripture i is true ? 

Anſ. By the Perſons that wrote it, and " the 
Things that it contains, 

| Queſ. Who are thoſe that wrote it? 

Anſ. Moſes and the Prophets wrote the Old Teſ- 
tament, and the Apoſtles and DEN of 1 Chriſt 
wrote the New. 

8 Are theſe Men the Authors of the- ſacred 
Books ? 

Anſ. Without 9 becauſe ever 5 they were 


written, they have bees "quo and acknowledged. as 
«theirs, 


| wheirs, Whoſe name they . not only by Chriſtian 


13 but alſo by the Jews and Pagans. 
iQuef. Ought we to believe what the Prophets and 
Apel have written? 

Anſ. Yes; for they were good Men and worthy 
of credit; we cannot impute any Crime to them; 
there is nothing in their Books that may give occa- 
ſion for any ſuſpicion of falſehood ; and we ſee Inte- 
grity and Piety plainly throughout the whole. 

Q. How may we be W aſſured that they have 
faid the truth? 
Anſ. Becaufe they reported the things that fell out 
in their own time, and which they knew to be true. | 

Queſ. But perhaps they had a mind to impoſe upon 


ke world in writing falſities ? 
Anſ. They cannot juftly be accuſed of that ; for 


they had no reaſon te impoſe upon the world ; ſo far 
From it, that if they had any regard to their own In- 


tereſt and Quiet, they would not have publiſhed what 


they wrote. 
Q. If the Apoftles and Prophets had defignied to 


have deceived the Os were they able to have _ 


done it ? 

Anſ. No; becauſe there was an infinite N 
of Perſons, who knew whether what they wrote was 
true; ſo that if they had written Falſities, they would 


have been reje ted and confounded, and their Writ- 
ings would not have been received as Divine. 


Queſ. May not the Truth of the Seriptures be alſo 
proved by the Things which it contains? 


Anſ. It proves itſelf by the Hiſtories which it re- 
lates, by the Doctrine which it teaches, and by the

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Quel. What ay you of the Hitories of as holy 1

Anſ. They are moſt true and moſt certain. There 
is not any ancient Hiſtory which has ſo many Proofs 
of its truth, as the ſacred Hiſtory; ſo that if one 
doubts of the Things which the Scripture relates, 
there is no longer any certainty in the world of 
1 paſt, nor can we give credit to any hiſtory. 
Queſ. What other Proof is there of the Truth of 

the ſacred Hiſtory ? 

Anſ. This; that it agrees, as to 1 Events, 
Perſons, and other principal Circumſtances, with all 
other Hiſtories that are looked upon as moſt faithful ; 
as alſo with thoſe of the Pagans, who wrote Kates 
and after the Coming of our Lord Jefus Chriſt, 

Queſ. Can you give any Example of this? 

Anſ. The Hiſtory of the Flood, that of the De- 
ſtruction of Sodom and Gomorrah, that of che Jewiſh 
Nation, and of the Kings mentioned in the holy 
Scripture , and many others, which are confirmed 
by the Teſtimony of heathen Authors; | 

Queſ. What ſay you concerning the Doctrines, 
which the holy Scripture teaches ? 

Anſ. They agree with the Light of Reaſon, and 
with the natural Opinions of all men. Such are theſe 
Doctrines; That there is a God, and that there are 
Puniſhments for the W and Rewards for the 
Good. 

Queſ. What ſay you of the Commandments, 
which the holy Scripture contains? 

Anſ. I ſay the ſame as I ſaid of its Doctrines; 


they are agreeable to that which Nature, Reaſon, :

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and Conſcience di gate to all men. Iti is alſo what has 


been believed by all Mankind in all ages, and al- 


ways will be believed; that we muſt fear the Deity, 
be juſt and temperate, * not do to others what we

Queſ. Is it ſufficient to believe that the 10h Scrip- 
ture is true? 

Anſ. We muſt, beſides that, acknowledge that it is 
Divine, and that God is the Author of it. 

Queſ. Were they not Men who wrote it ? 

Anſ. Ves: But they did it at the Commandment 
of God, and by the Inſpiration of his Spirit. All 
Scripture i is given by TIENES of God. 2. Timothy 
iii. 19. 


Queſ. How do you prove that this Book came 


from God, and not from men ? 
Anl. Becauſe we find ſeveral things 8 which 


could not come from Men, and which could come 


from none but God. 


Queſ. What things are theſe? 
Anſ. They are chiefly four. The firſt is, that we 


find in the Scripture a Doctrine ſo holy, fo ſublime, 
and ſo perfect, that none but God could be the Au- 


thor of it. 
Quel. What is there particular and divine in the 


holy Scriptures beſides this ? 

Anſ. It is accompanied with an admirable Efficacy, 
and with the Power of the Spirit of God, which 
ſanctifies the Heart, and filleth it with unſpeakable 


Conſolation and Joy. 
Queſ. Which is the third Thing, by no we 


may know the Scriptures to be divine! : 
Anſ. 
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Anſ. It is the Miracles which the Prophets and 
Apoſtles have wrought, and which do prove that 
God ſent them, and ſpake by them. 

Queſ. Which is the fourth Proof of this Truth ? 
Anſ. It is taken from the Ferres or Predictions 
of things to come. | 
Queſ. How do the Prophecies 1 the Scrip- 
ture to be divine? 
Anſ. Becauſe it is impoſſible, chat any man ſhould 
know and foretel things to come, a long time before 
they come to paſs. Since then Prophecies cannot 
proceed from Men, we muſt of neceſſity own they 
proceed from (Jod. 
Queſ. Do not Prophecies prove clearly that Rey 


is a God ? 
Anſ. They prove it with the greateſt Evideaus, 


and in an invincible Manner : For if there was not 
an infinite Spirit, which knew what was to come, 
it would be impoſſible that there ſhould ever have 
been anyProphecies. Since then there are Prophecies, 
ſince we ſee them, and read them in the hely Scrip- 
tures, it neceſſarily follows, that there is a God. 
Queſ. Might it not be ſaid, that theſe Prophecies 
were not made before the Things foretold by them 
had happened, but that they were written afterwards, 
and therefore, that they are not true Prophecies ? 
Anſ. This cannot be maintained at all; for it is 
manifeſt and inconteſtable, that many Ages before 
Jeſus Chriſt came into the World, the Jews had the 
Old Teſtament, and the Predictions of the Prophets
